Miss Lottie Briscoe, the Lubin star 
actress, recently played in a film 
which necéssitated no fewer than four- 
teen changes of costume, each costing 
on an average about $75, and she 
needs when on tour, twenty trunks for 
her wardrobe. 

Miss Gene Gauntier wears one set 
of furs in the Kalem films that cost 
$4,000, and she has other sets almost 
equally as valuable. Miss Asta Neil- 
son Is credited with being the most 
expensively dresséd'actress in the pic- 
tures. Frequently her costumes in 
the society scenes in which she spec- 
jalizes will cost as much as $500 
apiece. 

It might be thought that as the ac- 
tual dresses worn by the performers 
are not seen by the public, but only 
‘|the photographic representations of 
them, that common material or {mita- 
tion stuff, would do as well as the real 
articles. 

But, as a matter of fact, this is far 
from being the case. Ifdeed, the very 
reverse holds good. To get a really 
first-class photograph, first-class pro- 
perties must be provided. 

In the early days of the picture 
play business this was not. properly 
realized, and a company that laid out 
$5,000 on a collection of properties, al- 
though expecting th6ém to last for 
years, was considered cxtravagant. 

Nowadays, on the other hand it 
would be a very cheap Affair that 
would start- with less than $15,000 or 
$20,000 worth; while one of the best 
known of the really big firm compan- 
jes is reported to spend as much as 
$50,000 every year in dressing—or. as 


it. igs. technically termed, ‘robing’ its 
shows. 


The Desire to Disagree

Leprosy, he said again, advanced in 
inland districts of Europe with the ad- 
vent of Christianity, and the obso.rvy- 
ance of fish fasts, and it dsiappeared 
when Protestantism threw fasts into 
disuse. This contention brought him 
into conflict with the heads of the Ro 
man Catholic Church. 

Sir Jonathan, who lived in Hasle 
mere for fifty years, was the founder 
of the educational museum there, the 
superintendence of which he counted 
as one of his recreations.

Tanning Materials’ In. United States 

The figures of the United States for- 
‘estry service show that there are 
some 22,000,000 worth of vegetable 
tanning material used every year in 
the United States. The chief source 
of tanning is hemlock bark, but the 
quantity. used is steadily decreasing, 
owing to the depleting of the forests. 
The amount of bark utilized in the 
United States in 1906 was 930,000 
tons, in 1907. 816,000 tons; in 1908 
910,000 tons; and in 1909, 698,000 tons, 

There are in all, six sources of tan- 
ning: gall nuts, fruits of certain plants 
and leaves of some trees and shrubs, 
wood of such trees as chestnut and 
quebrecho, bark of many trees and 
shrubs, roots of certain plants. The 
decrease in the amount derived from 
these usual sources of vegetable tan- 
ning is belng met by introducing new 
materials and chemicegl substitutes. 
There appears to be a limit, however, 
to which substitutes cain be success: 
fully carried, and the question of a fu- 
ture supply of vegetable tanning is 
becoming a matter for serious consid. 
eration.
